T hath always pafs'd for a 
} ttrong Argument of Weak- 
R nefs and want of Re¢titude 
in any Party, when it hath 
been difcovered to aét upon 
contrary and irreconcileable 
Principles. Truth and Vir- 
tue are always the fame ; 
whereas Vice and Falfhood 

=—aa continually vary Shapes, 
as having a Chance for pafling undifcovered, but by 
frequently changing their Difguifes. Whoever is 
well acquainted with the Englib Hiltory, may ealily 
call to Mind Inftances of this Nature, specially 
among the falfe° Patriots-in the Reign of Kirg 
Pilliam Sometimes they affected to talk in the 
Stile of Republicans, and .to ‘effet no lefs Zeal fer 
the Commonwealth, than’ they. were pleafed to ex- 
prefs againft its Herd: At’ other: times they were al- 
together as vehement in Defence of the Prerogative ; 
that is, when they had a Glimpfe of managing it for 
their own Advantage: Ever clamouring againf the 
King’s Minifters, and endeavouring all they could to 
expofe, in the moft ludicrous Lights, his Admi- 
piliration, till they produced Changes.difadvantagious 
tothe People, and fometimes alfo produced fuch Di- 
fractions in the great Council of the Nation, as 
compell’d the Commons to Peritton, that either the 
Care of the Publick might be left to the King, or 
tha thole who pretended to be its Guardians, would 
lay by their private Jealoufies and Animofiies, and 
ie Care of tc in Earneft. 

Tae great Topick in thofe Days was the Army, 
all who difliked she King and his Adminiftration, 
bent their Endeavours to get it disbanded, under 
Pretence, that it was inconfiitent with our Confti- 
turlon ; whereas they well knew, that what they 
demanded was utterly inconfilient with our Safety. 
Since that time the fame Game has been everlaftingly 
carried on, and every Oppofiiion hath endeavoured 
to defpoil the Nation of a neceffary Guard, (for when 
it is unneceffary, we may be affured it will be laid 
afde) thar they might deprive the Adminiftration of 
aForce fufficicnt to fitpport it in the Execution of 
its Duty, and the Service of the Publick. This too 
they have done with @ View to make their Court to 
the People, as if they were angry with the Army 
purely upon their Account, and by disbanding tt, 
fought to eafe them in their Properties by delivering 
thtm from Expence, and te fecure their Liberties 
2 kaving them no longer under the Proteétion of 

\diers, 

Tue Malecontents of the prefent Age have not 
failed to repeat, with great Warmth, and with much 
additional Scurrility, whatever any of their Prede- 
ceilors may have advanced before on this Subject ; 
yet by an unaccountable Fatality, and through an 
eamneft Defire of improving upon their Matters, they 
have fo mifmanaged this Matter, as that fametimes 
they have propo‘ed, in order to f{scure the Govern- 
ment trom any ill Effects which might flow from (a 
fanding Army, torender that Army independent of 
the Government. Of late again they have tak=n a 
new Notion into their Heads, and have fuggeited. that 
to be dangerous in the Army, which themftives and 
their Predeceffars cry’d up as an excellency in the 
Militia, which they would fubfticure in the Stead 
of the Army,..viz. Vefling with Commands therein 
fuch as by Birth and Fortune have large Sharcs and 
great Intereft in their Country. To reconcile thefz 

ofitions js impoflible ; to account for them perhaps 
may not be {6 dirficult. 28 

HEM fometime ago his Majefty was pleafed to 
make fome Alterations in the Commands himfelf had 
sttowed' in his Armies, an infolent Paper was pub- 
hthed, reflecting on his Majefty’s Wifdom and Juftice, 
 fuch as accepted Commiffions, and on foch as kept 
tuofe which they had accepted long before. And to 
What End was all! this 2 Why truly to fhew the im- 
Potent Rage of a Party ready to receive and carefs 
al who afpire to Power, and all who are deprived of 
ts. That it would be_cxtremely dangerous to. have 
tac Power of giving or taking away Commiibons 10 
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any but the King,’as well as perfeétly Anticontti- 
tutional, appeared clearly from the Behaviour of the 
Faction upon this Oceafion ; who, if they had had 
a tenth Part of that Intereft which they would have 
the World believe they have, would not have failed 
to have made ufe of it on this Occafion to cfeate 
fuch Difturbances, and to infpire the Army with 
fuch Principles as might have prejudiced the Publick, 
and have made even parliamentary Forces dangerous. 
But when this Plot failed, when it was olainky per- 


ceived that the Army in general faw through chéir 
Cobweb Devices, and were refelwed not to facrifice 


to the Interefts of a few private Perfons the Loyalty 


they owed their King, and that Fidelity which was 
duc to their Country, then this Matter was let fa!l, 
and we have fince heard nomore of Addrefles to. the 


Army. 
A Tranfaétion of a 


very late Date has fo far’ ex- 
afperated thefe Men, tho’ of the moft legal and lat- 
dabie Nature, that lofing ajl ‘Temper znd Parience, | 
they have bid adieu to all their ancient Kindnefs 
for Soldiers in the Service of their yy er A and have 
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ne{s to the illuftrious Perfon to whom they refer. No 
Man of ordinary Underitanding will need the Propo- 
fal of any Arguments to induce his Approbation of 
conferring a military Honour on a Ncbleman,. whofe 
immediate Anceftor railed the military fame of this 
Nation ro its greateft Height On the other hand, a 
Perion happy in Dignities of all Kinds, fuch as are 
derived from Birth, from Title, from Fortune, from 
his Prince’s Favour,-and which is ftill more, from 
perfonal Virtue and the Applauies of all good Men ; 
how can he be ar all affected with the Paffion, In- 
folence and Frenzy of a Faction, irritated by repeated 
Difappointments, and difappointed merely becaufe 
they were continually feeking to leffen the publick 
Safery, by difturbing the pubiick Quiet. He mutt 
furely look wpon it asan Addition to his Honour, that 
fuci People confiderthem in ‘a malicious and envious 
Light ; for no true Patriot but mult perceive with 
"Sarisf2@tion, that thofe who contefs themfelves no 
longer his Friends, are at the fame time Enemies to 
their Prince and co their Country.

‘Intereft in their refpective Counties, were re- 
moved from their Commands, which were fuppiy’d 
by Soldiers of Fortune, Men who knew no Caufe 
bur Intereft, nor had any thing farther in View chan 
their Pay. Buc if all thisbe crus, how wife and fafe 
are thofe Meafures which his Majefty hath ever taken 
of promoting Men of Birth, Merit and Ettates, to 
the -greaieft Commands in. the Army, as Men on 
whom Himfelf and his Subjects might fafely rely, 
becaufe their Intereft as Englijhmen was fuperior to 
their Intereft as Soldiers. Yer at the fame time his 
Majefty hath always paid fo great a Regard to Se- 
niority and perfonal Service in Officers, as hath abun- 
dantly fatisfy’d all Men of Prudence and Probity in 
the Army, and demonftrated that his Majefty in other 
Promotions did no moré than was requilite fo main- 
tain.a proper Dependancy of the National Forces upon
